Minister Oduber, on Tuesday 
afternoon met with the 
Schiphol Group who manages 
our Prinses Beatrix Airport, 
and succeeded to eliminate a 
clause in the management 
agreement that related to a po¬ 
tential sale of shares of Aruba’s 
airport to this group. 

Three vital points were in¬ 
cluded in the addendum to the 
management contract: 

1. the elimination of the 
possibility of a 49% share in 
the company 

2. the number of members 
of the supervisory board is 5, 
while there are only 4 currently 
on the board. The intention 
was to appoint a Schiphol per¬ 
son to complete the 5 members 
required. However, in the ad¬ 
dendum minister Oduber (gov¬ 
ernment of Aruba) can now 
appoint a fifth member to the 
board, an Aruban. 

3. the addition of a strate¬ 
gic partner as counterpart 
statutory director who will 
serve alongside the Schiphol 
director and eventually would 
take over the reigns of the Air¬ 
port as director. 

Otmar Oduber highlighted 
that Schiphol remains a strate¬ 
gic partner and expects this re¬ 
lationship to last for a long 
time; however, it is the respon¬ 
sibility of Aruba to ensure that 
our airport continue to con¬ 
tribute to the major source of 
our economy...tourism! Our 
airport, says Oduber should 
not be a commercial entity but 
a service airport. The airport 
should give every visitor’s first 
and last impressions the feel¬ 
ing of wanting to return to 
Aruba and to promote Aruba to 
other markets. 


Observers have remarked 
that, this is yet another mile¬ 


stone in Oduber’s successful 
tourism management.

Panama Canal closed 


PARIS, France (AFP) - Heavy 
snow blanketed Paris yester¬ 
day forcing the closure of the 
Eiffel Tower and briefly shut¬ 
ting its main airport as sub¬ 
zero temperatures turned 
Scottish roads into deadly ice 
sheets and Spain and Portugal 
cleared up after flooding and 
tornado-like winds. 

Road, rail and air travellers 
faced fresh disruption follow¬ 
ing last week's transport shut¬ 
down with Paris's Charles de 
Gaulle-Roissy airport closed 
for an hour-and-a-half and the 
mercury plummeting as low as 
minus 18.3 degrees Celsius 
(minus one degree Fahrenheit) 
at Tyndrum in the Scottish 
highlands. 

In Portugal the high winds 
carried off cars, uprooted trees, 
tore off roofs and blew over 
electricity poles Tuesday, lea¬ 
ving around 30 people injured. 
A second body was recovered 
in Spain yesterday following 
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flooding. 

France's meteorological 
service France Meteo said 11 
centimeters (four inches) of 
snow fell in central Paris, the 
heaviest snowfall since 1987. 

Around 100 flights were 
prevented from taking off or 
landing at Roissy airport dur¬ 
ing the temporary closure 
while workers cleared the run¬ 
ways of the heavy snow that 
began falling around midday, 
airport officials said. 

Thousands of passengers 
were stranded at the airport late 
yesterday as the approach 
roads to Roissy were blocked, 
Air France said. One in five 
flights were earlier cancelled at 
the request of France's civil 
aviation authority (DGAC) due 
to the poor weather forecast. 

Runways at Paris's second 
airport Orly were also shut for 
about half-an-hour for snow to 
be cleared and flights were de¬ 
layed by up to two hours. 

The deluge left all motor¬ 
ways in the Paris region im¬ 
passable and only a handful of 
the 350 Paris bus routes were 
operating.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AFP) - Haiti closed its air¬ 
ports yesterday as post-elec¬ 
tion violence rocked the 
Caribbean nation with clashes 
leaving at least four dead. 

Officials in Port-au-Prince 
airport said all the nation's air 
transport hubs had been closed 
as thousands protested in cities 
across the country following 
the announcement of the re¬ 
sults of the November elec¬ 
tions. 

US air carrier American 
Airlines has suspended flights 
to and from Haiti for yesterday 
and today after barricades were 
set up across the capital and 


possible was being done to 
keep the country moving. 

Temperatures were ex¬ 
pected to stay well below 
freezing throughout Scotland 
until today — leaving thick 
sheets of ice and compacted 
snow on roads and pavements. 

Edinburgh council was 
meanwhile in discussions with 
the Scottish government and 
the army about bringing in sol¬ 
diers to help clear snow from 
the city's streets. 

Up to 76 centimeters (30 
inches) of snow has fallen in 
parts of the capital and the 
temperature dropped to minus 
14.6 degrees Celsius. 

Elsewhere in Europe, police 
in Spain recovered the body of 
a nine-year-old boy who went 
missing after the car he was 
travelling in was swept away 
by floodwater. 

His death was the second 
from the storms that have bat¬ 
tered southern Spain and Por¬ 
tugal since Saturday. 

The flooding has blocked 
dozens of roads and forced the 
evacuation on Tuesday of 
some 3,000 people in the An- 
dalucian town of Ecija after the 
river Genii burst its banks.

PANAMA CITY, Panama 
(AFP) - The Panama Canal 
was closed to ships yesterday 
after heavy rains swelled 
nearby lakes that flow into the 
key global transport route. 

The Panama Canal Author¬ 
ity (ACP) said heavy rains in 
the last few hours had filled the 
Gatun and Alhajuela lakes to 


historic levels, forcing it to 
"temporarily" suspend traffic. 

Senior ACP official Manuel 
Benitez said the canal was 
closed in order to open flood 
gates to relieve one of the 
lakes, adding that the authority 
was "taking steps to normalize 
transit operations in the next 
few hours."

Chavez threatens takeover 


of large banks 


CARACAS—President Hugo 
Chavez threatened to take con¬ 
trol over the local unit of Span¬ 
ish bank Banco Bilbao Vizcaya 
Argentaria SA and other large 
financial institutions if they 
don't ensure that homes and 
apartments they finance are oc¬ 
cupied immediately. 

Mr. Chavez, who has 
brought his own brand of so¬ 
cialism to Venezuela, has na¬ 
tionalized more than 200 
companies this year from vari¬ 
ous sectors of the economy. 

While Mr. Chavez has 
threatened to expropriate large 
banks in the past if they don't 


increase loans to small-busi¬ 
ness owners and prospective 
home buyers, this time he is in¬ 
creasing the pressure publicly 
to show his concern for the 
lack of sufficient housing for 
Venezuela's 28 million people. 

The issue has plagued this 
oil-rich nation for decades, and 
during Mr. Chavez's nearly 12 
years in office the growth in 
population has exacerbated the 
housing shortage. In Caracas 
and other large cities, millions 
of people are forced to live in 
slums made of shoddily con¬ 
structed, ramshackle homes on 
hillsides

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Google Chrome-powered notebooks 
on sale next year 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Google is building its 
Chrome operating system 
into notebook computers ex¬ 
pected to hit the market next 
year in a challenge to the 
software at the heart of Mi¬ 
crosoft's empire. 

The technology giant on 
Tuesday began releasing an 
unbranded notebook to busi¬ 
nesses and consumers as part 
of a pilot program aimed at 
testing a computing model 
that shifts operating software 
into the Internet "cloud." 

"For us, it is a long jour¬ 
ney building a true cloud 
computing model," Google 
vice president of product 
management Sundar Pichai 
said while demonstrating the 
Chrome operating system at 
a press event in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

"That is what we are 
working on," Pichai said. 

Taiwan's Acer and South 
Korea's Samsung are build¬ 


ing Chrome notebook com¬ 
puters that will go on sale 
next year, according to 
Pichai. Pricing will be re¬ 
vealed by the notebook mak¬ 
ers closer to the launch dates. 

Organizations signed on to 
take part in the pilot program 
include the US Department 
of Defense as well as Kraft, 
American Airlines and Virgin 
America. 

Google has partnered with 
US telecom titan Verizon to 
provide wireless broadband 
connections for Chrome 
notebooks. 

"Not only is this the right 
time to build these products, 
but because they work they 
will be very successful," 
Google chief executive Eric 
Schmidt said. 

"Cloud computing will de¬ 
fine computing as we all 
know it in the coming 
decades." 

Schmidt added that 
Chrome will be a "viable 
third choice" when it comes 
to operating systems for lap¬ 
top computers. Microsoft 
Windows software has long 
been the ruling operating sys¬ 
tem in the world computer 
market. 

The Chrome operating sys¬ 
tems "is different in ways that 
matter if you believe in cloud 
computing," Schmidt said.

Microsoft adding privacy options 
to new Web browser 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Mi- 
crosoft unveiled increased 
privacy options Tuesday for 
the upcoming version of its 
popular Web browser Internet 
Explorer 9 including the abil¬ 
ity to prevent tracking by 
third-party websites. 

The US software giant 
said that the new feature, 
"Tracking Protection," is de¬ 
signed to "help consumers be 
in control of potential online 
tracking as they move around 
the Web." 

"Tracking Protection is the 
new privacy feature in Inter¬ 
net Explorer 9 designed to 
help keep third-party web¬ 
sites from tracking your Web 
behavior," Microsoft said in a 
press release. 

Microsoft said it will be 
built into a test version of IE9 
being released early next 
year. 

The default will be for 
Tracking Protection to be off, 
Microsoft said, and IE9 users 
will have to create lists of the 
third-party websites that they 
do not want to track their be¬ 
haviour. 

Microsoft's privacy an¬ 
nouncement comes amid 
moves in Washington to cre¬ 
ate "Do Not Track" mecha¬ 


nisms that would signal to 
online services not to collect 
Web surfing or ad-targeting 
data. 

The US Federal Trade 
Commission last week pro¬ 
posed an online "Do Not 
Track" option and a US con¬ 
gressman announced plans to 
introduce legislation that 
would bar companies from 
tracking the behavior of chil¬ 
dren online. 

"Some consumers today 
have been very clear that they 
have privacy concerns, like 
being unclear about what in¬ 
formation is being shared and 
how it is used as they 
browse," said Peter Cullen, 
Microsoft's chief privacy 
strategist. 

Microsoft released an ini¬ 
tial test version of IE9 in Sep¬ 
tember which did not include 
Tracking Protection. Mi¬ 
crosoft doesn't charge sepa¬ 
rately for IE and the browser 
is included with Windows 
software. 

Internet Explorer is the 
most widely used Web 
browser in the United States 
followed by Mozilla's Fire- 
fox, Google's Chrome and 
Apple's Safari. 


ware to banks of servers on 
the Internet means that 
Google will tend to matters 
such as updating programs 
and fending off hackers and 
malicious software. 

Advantages include quick 
start-ups from disk-drive free 
machines, long battery life, 
and essentially being able to 
dive into one's desktop data 
from anywhere on the Inter¬ 
net.

Japan team says stem cells made 
paralysed monkey jump again 


TOKYO (AFP) - Japanese 
researchers said Wednesday 
they had used stem cells to 
restore partial mobility in a 
small monkey that had been 
paralysed from the neck 
down by a spinal injury. 

"It is the world's first case 
in which a small-size primate 
recovered from a spinal in¬ 
jury using stem cells," pro¬ 
fessor Hideyuki Okano of 
Tokyo's Keio University told 
AFP. 

Okano's research team, 


which earlier helped a mouse 
recover its mobility in a sim¬ 
ilar treatment, injected so- 
called induced pluripotent 
stem (iPS) cells into a paral¬ 
ysed marmoset, he said. 

The team planted four 
types of genes into human 
skin cells to create the iPS 
cells, according to Kyodo 
News. 

The injection was given

S.Korea's OCI announces solar 
panel expansion plan 


SEOUL (AFP) - OCI, South 
Korea's leading manufacturer 
of polysilicon used in solar 
panel cells, Wednesday an¬ 
nounced plans to spend 1.88 
trillion won (1.65 billion dol¬ 
lars) over the next two years 
to expand output.

Study links receipts, cash to cancer 
and obesity 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Cash register receipts and 
paper money have been 
found to contain high levels 
of bisphenol A (BPA), a 
chemical linked to cancer, 
obesity and early puberty, a 
study published Wednesday 
says. 

Researchers from US non¬ 
profit groups Safer Chemi¬ 
cals, Safer Families and the 
Washington Toxics Coalition 
tested till receipts made from 
thermal paper which they 
collected from 22 popular re¬ 
tailers and cafes, and found 
that half of them were coated 
with large quantities of BPA. 

’’Since BPA in thermal 
paper is present in a powdery 
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film, we suspected it could 
easily travel from those re¬ 
ceipts to other objects,” says 
the study, led by Washington 
Toxics Coalition scientist 
Erika Schreder. 

Holding the receipts for 
just 10 seconds caused up to 
2.5 micrograms of BPA to 
transfer from the paper onto 
a person’s fingers, and rub¬ 
bing the receipts increased 
around 15-fold the amount of 
BPA transferred from the re¬ 
ceipts onto fingers, the study 
said. 


From the fingers, the BPA 
transferred easily onto dollar 
bills: the researchers found 
the chemical on 21 of 22 bills 
tested, although in much 
lower levels than on the till 
receipts. 

More than 130 studies 
over the past decade have 
linked even low levels of 
BPA to serious health prob¬ 
lems, including breast cancer, 
obesity and early onset of pu¬ 
berty. 

The European Union last 
month followed Canada’s 
lead and banned the use of 
BPA in baby bottles after 
tests showed the petroleum 
product can affect neural de¬ 
velopment and behavior in 
laboratory animals exposed 
to the chemical in the womb 
or very early in life. 

But BPA is still widely 
used in plastic water jugs, 
soft drink cans, hockey hel¬ 
mets, mobile phone housings, 
computers, car bumpers and 
other consumer products, and 
the health impact of the 
chemical on humans has been 
disputed. 


US panel approves first 
obesity drug in a decade 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - An 
advisory panel to the US 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion on Tuesday gave its ap¬ 
proval to an anti-obesity 
drug, in what could be the 
first new approved drug for 
losing weight in more than a 
decade. 

Contrave, a drug devel¬ 


oped by the California-based 
Orexigen Therapies, was 
given the nod by a 13-7 vote 
by the FDA expert panel, 
which advises the US regula¬ 
tory body. 

The FDA usually follows 
its recommendations, and is 
expected to make a final de¬ 
cision in January.

Hackers launch cyber attacks after 
WikiLeaks' funding cut 


ZURICH, Switzerland (AFP) - 
Hackers claimed yesterday to 
have attacked the websites of 
Mastercard and a Swiss bank 
in apparent revenge for their 
decisions to choke off funding 
for the whistleblowing website 
WikiLeaks. 

But WikiLeaks insisted it 
had nothing to do with the 
hacking. 

As the website’s founder Ju¬ 
lian Assange spent his first full 
day in a London prison after he 
was refused bail on Tuesday, it 
emerged that one of Britain’s 
highest-profile lawyers will 
fight moves to extradite him to 
Sweden to face rape accusa¬ 
tions. 

Assange’s 20-year-old son 
meanwhile said he hoped his 
father’s arrest in Britain was 
not a ’’step towards his extradi¬ 
tion to the US.” 

WikiLeaks has enraged 
governments around the world 
by releasing a wave of US 
diplomatic cables, detailing 
everything from China's view 
of North Korea to unflattering 
descriptions of world leaders. 


After WikiLeaks appealed 
for donations to be able to con¬ 
tinue its activities, Mastercard 
and Visa said they were sus¬ 
pending payments to the site, 
apparently sparking attempts to 
hack into the payment services. 

A group of hackers dubbed 
Anon_Operation said they had 
brought down www.master¬ 
card, com, although the com¬ 
pany itself refused to comment. 

The group, which claims it 
is fighting for "freedom on the 
internet,” designated master- 
card.com as their "current tar¬ 
get” in what was rapidly taking 
the proportions of a cyber war. 

The Swiss post office bank¬ 
ing service, PostFinance, also 
confirmed its website was suf¬ 
fering "denial of service at¬ 
tacks” since it closed Assange's 
account. 

WikiLeaks spokesman 
Kristinn Hrafnsson told AFP 
the hackers were "not associ¬ 
ated” with his organisation. 

” We are not associated with 
them and this is a decision that 
they are taking. It is part of a 
consumers' response, I gather,” 


he said. 

In another twist to the cyber 
war, Icelandic firm DataCell 
said it would sue Visa for 
blocking payments to Wik¬ 
iLeaks and accused the credit 
card giant of bowing to politi¬ 
cal pressure. 

Geoffrey Robertson, a bar¬ 
rister who has established a 
reputation for arguing for vic¬ 
tims of human rights abuses, 
will defend Assange in his at¬ 
tempts to avoid extradition to 
Sweden where he faces allega¬ 
tions of rape and molestation. 

After laying low for weeks, 
Assange emerged on Tuesday 
and handed himself in to police 
in London, appearing before a 
judge who denied him bail de¬ 
spite offers by celebrities, in¬ 
cluding film director Ken 
Loach, to put up surety. 

He was ordered to return to 
court on December 14. 

Assange's supporters insist 
the extradition request is poli¬ 
tically motivated, a claim re¬ 
futed by the lawyer for the two 
Swedish women behind the 
rape claims. 


Fed: Electronic payments crowd out 
checks in US 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Elec¬ 
tronic payments have surged in 
the United States to more than 
75 percent of all noncash pay¬ 
ments as check usage conti¬ 
nues to fall by the wayside, a 
Federal Reserve report showed 
yesterday. 

All types of US electronic 
payments grew in the 2006- 
2009 period studied, with the 
exception of credit cards, the 
Fed said. 

Wire transfers were not in¬ 
cluded in the triannual study, 
whose latest edition spans the 
worst US recession since the 
Great Depression and a global 
financial meltdown after the 
Lehman Brothers bankruptcy 
in 2008. 

Noncash payments in¬ 
creased 4.6 percent per year in 
the period, to 108.9 billion dol¬ 
lars in 2009. 

Electronic payments "now 
collectively exceed three-quar¬ 
ters of all noncash payments 
while payments by check are 
now less than one-quarter,” the 
central bank reported. 


Revealing the swift rise of 
electronic trade in the world's 
largest economy, the study 
found the number of electronic 
payments leaped 9.3 percent in 
2009 from 2006, to 84.5 bil¬ 
lion. The value of e-payments 
totaled 40.7 trillion dollars. 

In the Fed's prior study on 
the 2003-2006 period, roughly 
two-thirds of the payments 
were made electronically in 
2006. 


Check payments were the 
biggest decliner in the latest 
study, dropping 7.2 percent to 
24.4 billion and totaling 31.6 
trillion dollars. 

Credit card usage also 
faded, falling 0.2 percent, and 
were eclipsed by debit cards as 
the most used noncash instru¬ 
ment, the Fed said. 

Debit cards jumped 14.8 per¬ 
cent to 37.9 billion payments to¬ 
taling 1.5 trillion dollars.

Bangladesh police probe 'rat 
curry' served to students 


DHAKA, Bangkadesh (AFP) 
- Police are investigating the 
chef at a canteen of a leading 
university in Bangladesh 
after a student found a rat’s 
head in a bowl of chicken 
curry, sparking protests. 

The student made the 
gruesome discovery while 
eating lunch on Monday and 
fell sick immediately, the 
head of security at Rajshahi 
university in western 
Bangladesh, Chowdhury 
Muhammad Zakaria, told 
AFP. 

’’We’ve launched an inves¬ 
tigation to find out why ro¬ 
dent meat was served to 
students,” he said Wednes¬ 
day, adding that the chef had 
been fired and handed over to 
police, and the canteen closed 
temporarily. 

” We don’t know if this was 
an accident or deliberate,” he 
said, adding that the police 
were investigating. 

The incident led to 



protests by students at the 
university, the country’s sec¬ 
ond largest with over 25,000 
students, who were already 
demonstrating about a recent 
hike in the price of meals at 
the canteen. 

Rats are common in 
Bangladesh and are responsi¬ 
ble for widespread damage to 
crops every year. 

A recent report by Dhaka 
University’s nutrition depart¬ 
ment found the quality of 
food served at dining halls in 
public universities across the 
country was of poor quality 
and often prepared in unhy¬ 
gienic conditions.

Crowds and koalas greet 
Oprah circus 



HAMILTON ISLAND, Aus¬ 
tralia (AFP) - US talkshow 
queen Oprah Winfrey cud¬ 
dled a koala and her excited 
studio guests scattered across 
Australia Wednesday as her 
’’Ultimate Australian Adven¬ 
ture” swung into action. 

Winfrey touched down in 
Great Barrier Reef holiday 
spot Hamilton Island in her 
private jet before personally 
driving a golf buggy to a 
wildlife sanctuary, where she 
was mobbed by hundreds of 
cheering Australians on the 
first stop of her tour. 

’’It’s beautiful. It’s a long 
trip but it’s worth it,” Winfrey, 
wearing a marigold blouse 
and gold hoop earrings, said 
of her first impressions of 
Australia. 

”It’s better than a book or 
a magazine. And the people 
are so friendly. Spectacular is 
what it is,” she added, before 
being ushered away by her 
security detail. 

Earlier about 100 mem¬ 
bers of her studio audience 
flew in from Sydney, with 
some still struggling to come 
to terms with their trip of a 
lifetime. 

The rest of the 302-strong 
audience, which has been 
split into groups, jetted off to 
destinations in Australia’s 
rugged Outback to visit sa¬ 
cred Aboriginal rock art, and 
to exclusive vineyards west 
of Sydney. 

Oprah’s tour, which will 
take in all comers of the vast 
country, marks the first time 
her wildly popular talk show 

— now filming its final season 

— has been filmed outside 
North America. 

The megastar said she 
would take a helicopter flight 
over the Great Barrier Reef 
before flying to Australia's 
red desert centre Thursday to 
visit Ulum, a giant monolith 
sacred to local tribes, also 
known as Ayers Rock. 

From there Oprah said she 
would go to Melbourne, re¬ 
portedly to meet Prime Min¬ 


ister Julia Gillard and make a 
public appearance with fans, 
before returning to Sydney, 
while her audience would 
visit far southern and western 
regions in her place. 

”1 have been here one hour 
and I've seen two koalas mat¬ 
ing already,” Winfrey joked 
to the Ten Network of the 
amorous pair, Elvis and 
Phoebe. 

Winfrey, 56, said she was 
"overjoyed” to be in Australia 
’’and really just open to this 
entire experience”. 

”As I was flying in I 
thought 'this, I could get used 
to',” she said of Hamilton Is¬ 


land, the idyllic white-sand 
gateway to the Whitsunday 
Islands chain. 

Winfrey's tour is being 
funded by 2.3 million dollars 
(2.25 million US) of govern¬ 
ment money in a bid to halt a 
fall in tourism since its highs 
of the 1990s, and officials 
hope it will be a boon for the 
industry, suffering due to the 
strong Australian dollar. 

"This trip will generate 
enormous publicity when the 
show goes to air in January," 
said Tourism Queensland 
CEO Anthony Hayes. 

Oprah's whirlwind itiner¬ 
ary remains a closely guarded 


secret, but a climb of Syd¬ 
ney's Harbour Bridge and 
visit to Bondi Beach are be¬ 
lieved to be on her weekend 
agenda. 

The iconic Sydney Opera 
House will become the 
"Oprah House” on December 
14, when two episodes of the 
hit talk-show are to be filmed 
in its forecourt before 12,000 
Australians who were se¬ 
lected by ballot. 

Ranked the world’s most 
powerful celebrity by Forbes 
magazine, Oprah is expected 
to be swarmed by fans Aus¬ 
tralia-wide, with some even 
staking out Cairns airport 


where she made a pit-stop 
Wednesday, hoping for a 
glimpse of their icon. 

Local media have dubbed 
her visit the "biggest show in 
town”, with security rivalling 
that normally offered to 
heads of state and summits, 
complete with road closures 
and exclusion zones through¬ 
out Sydney. 

Australian fans attending 
the Opera House tapings 
have been issued a lengthy 
list of prohibited items in¬ 
cluding umbrellas, coolers, 
tents, bicycles, fires, illegal 
drugs and pets.

DUBAI (AFP) - An early 
birdie blitz from Florentyana 
Parker lifted her into the lead 
after the opening day of the 
500,000-euro Dubai Ladies 
Masters, the season-ending 
event of the Ladies European 
Tour, here on Wednesday.

Thompson opened with a 73, 
but multiple major champion 
and world No 16 Anna 
Nordqvist of Sweden was in 
the mix with a 70. 

In the battle for the Order 
of Merit crown, leader Lee- 
Anne Pace of South Africa 
did not have the best of days 
as she opened with a 73, but 
got a bit of help from her only 
challenger Laura Davies, 
who struggled for a 75 after a 
late night phone call ruined 
her sleep.

Parker, who has been 
spending the last couple of 
weeks in Dubai with a cousin 
who is a professional at one 
of the golf clubs here, got off 
to a great start with a couple 
of birdies on her opening two 
holes. 

She then birdied the par-5 
13th, and made successive 
birdies again on the 15th and 


16th. 

A winner in only her sec¬ 
ond year on the Tour, Parker 
said: "I hit it really close and 
made the putts. It was really 
fun. 

"Then I had a par spell, 
and it was getting a bit boring 
and I wanted a few more 
birdies. But made birdie on 
six, which was nice. Dropped 
a shot on eight but that was a 
tricky hole today. No, I'm re¬ 
ally happy with my round. 

"I've been here for nearly 
two weeks now practising, 
because there's snow at 
home. So yeah, it was great 
to be able to get prepared 
well." 

Verchenova started with 
six pars in a row, but the 
birdies came in a bunch after 
that and her only mistake was 
a bogey on the ninth hole.

Mayweather, 33, did not 
appear at the hearing. 

Last month, Mayweather 
was involved in a dispute 
with a 21-year-old security 
guard outside Mayweather's 
home, the fighter being ac¬ 
cused of poking his finger in 
the face of the homeowners 
association guard, what pros¬ 


ecutors claim was a willful 
and illegal act. 

Ten days before the bat¬ 
tery case goes to court, May¬ 
weather faces a court date 
from a September argument 
with the mother of his chil¬ 
dren at her house. 

Mayweather faces charges 
of felony robbery, coercion 
and grand larceny as well as 
misdemeanor domestic bat¬ 
tery and harassment charges 
in connection with that inci¬ 
dent. 

Mayweather, 41-0 with 25 
career knockouts, was once 
regarded as the world's top 
pound-for-pound fighter, but 
his inability to make a deal 
for a megafight with Filipino 
star Manny Pacquiao and 
legal woes have dimmed the 
US boxer's star in the past 
year.

SAO PAULO (AFP) - Star 
Brazilian striker Ronaldo on 
Wednesday admitted to being 
the father of a five-year-old 
boy bom in Japan and living 
in Singapore, following the 
result of a DNA test. 

"Alex is my son, the 
brother of three other chil¬ 
dren. I will always behave as 
his father," wrote Ronaldo, 
34, on his Twitter social net¬ 
working account. 

"The result of the test con¬ 
firmed my feelings when I 
met Alex," added Ronaldo, 
who first met the child on 
Monday. 

The DNA test to which 
Ronaldo submitted con¬ 
firmed that he was the father 
of the boy, who was born in 
Japan and has Brazilian na¬ 


tionality. 

The mother of Alex, 
Michele Umezu, had been 
trying since 2009 to have 
Ronaldo recognised as the 
boy's father and is demanding 
child support. 

She says she met Ronaldo 
at a party in Tokyo in 2002 
celebrating Brazil's success at 
that year's World Cup in 
Japan and South Korea. 

Reports said Michele 
Umezu was a 28-year-old 
Brazilian living in Singapore. 

Ronaldo, nicknamed 
'Fenomeno', already has three 
children: a 10-year-old son 
with his ex-wife Milene 
Dominguez, and two younger 
daughters, one aged 21 
months and the other eight 
months, with his current 
wife, Bia Anthony.

But while United under 
Ferguson have won numer¬ 
ous trophies, the fact remains 
City's last major piece of sil¬ 
verware was the 1976 Eng¬ 
lish League Cup. 

However, bankrolled by 
their wealthy Abu Dhabi 
owners, big-spenders City are 
now fourth in the Premier 
League table — two points be¬ 
hind second-placed United 
and three adrift of leaders Ar¬ 
senal. 

"The thing that would 
wind up Sir Alex more than 


anything is for us to win 
something and really start 
achieving things," Tevez told 
ManC, the official Manches¬ 
ter City magazine. 

"It is not the song that 
needs to change; it's the atti¬ 
tude or mindset of our fans. 

"Let's not be thinking 
about Sir Alex Ferguson and 
Manchester United, we need 
to think of City and what we 
can do. 

"What we have got to do is 
not to devote any of our time 
to United and just focus on 
ourselves."

Once-reviled Vick leads Pro Bowl 


Chicago clubs ink top 
sluggers 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Major 
League Baseball's Chicago 
clubs agreed to deals with top 
sluggers on Wednesday, the 
White Sox keeping Paul Kon¬ 
erko in a three-year deal 
while the Cubs landed free 
agent first baseman Carlos 
Pena. 

The deals came during 
meetings in Florida among 
club executives and produced 
a one-year Cubs deal worth 
10 million dollars for Pena 
while Konerko will make 
37.5 million dollars in a deal 
to stay with the White Sox 
through 2013. 

Konerko, 34, was fifth in 
voting for the American 
League Most Valuable Player 
award this season after bat¬ 
ting .312 with 39 home runs 
and driving in 111 runs. 

Konerko, a first baseman, 
helped the White Sox win the 
2005 World Series after arriv¬ 
ing from Cincinnati eight 
years earlier and has career 
totals with the White Sox of 


358 homers and 1,127 runs 
batted in. 

"Paul's value to the organ¬ 
ization on the field and in the 
clubhouse can never be over¬ 
stated. He is one of the great¬ 
est players in franchise 
history, and we hope he fin¬ 
ishes his career in a White 
Sox uniform," White Sox 
general manager Kenny 
Williams said. 

Pena, who played the past 
four years with Tampa Bay, 
helped the Rays reach their first 
World Series in 2008. Pena, 32, 
will be able to become a free 
agent again next year. 

This year, Pena hit only 
.196 with 28 homers and bat¬ 
ted in 84 runs after better 
numbers each of his prior sea¬ 
sons. 

The Cubs, whose drought 
since 1908 for a World Series 
crown is the longest such title 
wait in American sport, went 
75-87 last season despite 
spending 146 million dollars 
on talent in 2010.

Redskins suspend Haynesworth 
for rest of season 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Washington Redskins sus¬ 
pended disgruntled defensive 
lineman Albert Haynesworth 
for the rest of the NFL season 
on Tuesday for "conduct 
detrimental to the club." 

"Despite the club's numer¬ 
ous attempts to persuade Al¬ 
bert Haynesworth to abide by 
the terms of his contract, he 
has repeatedly refused to co¬ 
operate with our coaching 
staff in a variety of ways over 
an extended period of time," 
said head coach Mike Shana¬ 
han, who has clashed with 
Haynesworth since Shana¬ 
han's arrival in January. 

Shanahan, a two-time 
Super Bowl winner as a 
coach, said Haynesworth re¬ 
fused to fall in with the de¬ 
fensive schemes the coaching 
staff wanted to implement, 


both in training and during 
games. 

Shanahan apparently de¬ 
cided he'd had enough when 
Haynesworth told a club ex¬ 
ecutive that he didn’t intend 
to speak to his head coach 
any more.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Pete Sampras, the tennis leg¬ 
end who won 14 Grand Slam 
titles, has been robbed of 
most of the trophies and 
memorabilia from his fabled 
career, the retired US star told 
the Los Angeles Times. 

The newspaper reported 
on Tuesday night that Sam¬ 
pras had the objects — includ¬ 
ing two Davis Cup trophies, 
his six year-end world num¬ 
ber one trophies and an 
Olympic ring — taken from a 


NEW YORK (AFP) -

Bowl quarterback fan ballot¬ 
ing with 729,838 votes with 
Peyton Manning of Indianapo¬ 
lis second by 38,692 votes.

He became the first quar¬ 
terback in NFL history to 
throw for three touchdowns 
and run for two more in one 
half during a 59-28 rout of 
Washington last month.

Judge delays Clemens trial 
until July 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
federal judge on Wednesday 
pushed back the trial of former 
Major League Baseball star 
Roger Clemens on charges of 
lying before Congress in 2008 
for three months, delaying it 
until next July. 

The legendary pitcher 
faces one count of obstruc¬ 
tion of Congress, two counts 
of perjury and three counts of 
making false statements dur¬ 
ing testimony before a con¬ 
gressional committee when 
denying he used perform¬ 
ance-enhancing drugs. 

Clemens' attorney Rusty 
Hardin said he needed time to 
review "voluminous" amounts 
of evidence, including hiring 
experts to sort through scien¬ 
tific reports and exhibits, pre¬ 
sumably syringes allegedly 
used to inject steroids. 

Prosecutors said more 
than 54,000 pages of evi¬ 
dence had been produced. 

"We're reviewing the ma¬ 
terials of a two-year investi¬ 
gation," Hardin said. 

Clemens, a former ace for 
the New York Yankees and 
Boston Red Sox, faces a 
maximum of 30 years in 
prison and a 1.5 million-dol- 
lar fine, but sentencing guide¬ 
lines would normally mean 



he would face between 15 or 
21 months in prison. 

The case was originally 
set to go to trial in April, just 
as the 2011 Major League 
Baseball season was getting 
underway. 

Hardin said he will seek a 
subpoena to compel a congres¬ 
sional panel and the Mitchell 
Commission to release evi¬ 
dence he seeks in the case. 

US District Court judge 
Reggie Walton scheduled a 
March 14 hearing on that 
issue but hoped it would not 
delay the trial even longer. 

Hardin had sought a delay 
until next September and 
prosecutors hoped to start the 
trial in June. 

Walton said his schedule dic¬ 
tated that jury selection for the 
trial begin on July 6, with attor¬ 
neys estimating that six weeks 
will be needed for the trial. 


Clemens, 48, and former 
trainer Brian McNamee gave 
very conflicting accounts of 
whether or not Clemens ever 
took steroids and human 
growth hormone before the 
House of Representatives 
Committee on Oversight and 
Government Reform. 

McNamee said he injected 
Clemens with steroids and 
human growth hormone more 
than 30 times between 1998 
and 2001. Clemens denied 
ever taking those drugs. 

Former Clemens team¬ 
mate Andy Pettitte told the 
committee that Clemens had 
told him that he had used 
human growth hormone but 
Clemens said Pettitte "misre- 
members” the conversation. 

In August, Clemens 
pleaded not guilty to the 
charges and a tentative trial 
date of April 5 was set, but at¬ 
torneys on both sides warned 
the court they would need 
time to sort through evidence. 

Clemens, a seven-time Cy 
Young Award winner as top 
pitcher, won 354 games and 
struck out 4,672 batters while 
compiling a 3.12 career 
earned-run average over 23 
major league seasons with 
the Red Sox, Yankees, 
Toronto Blue Jays and Hous¬ 
ton Astros.
